Ameticane are now conducting telegraphs,
customs, poataffice, in fact all public business
with Spanish and Cuoban employes, Colonel

Bliss, the Amerlcan collector of customs, has |

been Instructed by the nuthorities at Wash-
ington not to appolnt Americang to subordi-
mate places. Only Cubons are to be ap-
polinted.

The customs recelpts here this week will
probably be heavy, as the merchants' stocka
are very low and several cargoes are due to
arrive.

General Brooke will not govern from the
palace for a week or two as the palace needs
A thorough cleaning. After the genernl takes
up hls quarters at the palace Mrs, Brooke
awill arrange for a series of social functions,
Generals Brooke and Ludiow wish to make
@ soclal acquaintance.

COMMERCIAL BODIES DISTURBED.

Bantiago Objecis to Transmitting All
Customs Recelpta to Havana,
BANTIAGO, Jan. 2.—An order has been
recelved from Havana, which, If enforced
will mean, In the judgment of the com-
mercial classes here, serious Injury to the
province. This Is a direction to tranamit
the entire customs receipts each week to
Havana. Compllance with this order would
involve the abandonment of many public {m-
provements, especially In the matier of
roads and waterworks. Since American oc-
cupation begun these funds have been used
for such purposes and have been the prin-
cipal means of meeting the necessary ex-

penditures.

The Heraldo says that to carry out this
order would rob 10,000 Cubans of employ-
ment, most of whom would probably take to

the hills and become bandits, having no |
pother recourse. Robert T. Mason, British
consul at Santlago, says |t was Spain's

practice of monetary centralization which
caused most of Its troubles In Cuba.

Military Governor Wood, on being asked
to express an opinion In regard to the
order, declined to be Interviewed, But it
85 sald that without offering any criticlsm
of the pollcy which dictates the order, he
has shown his annoyance at the possibility of
@ stop being put to the good work being done

TRAGIC CHAPTER REVEALED

Mra. Marx-Aveling, Wife In Name of
Grent Socialist Lender, Dincovered
to Have Polsonecd Herself.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—8ome remarkable facts
have developed regarding the sulcide of Mrs.
Marx-Avellng Inst March. It appears that
she learned that Dr. Aveling, the Englizh
socialist leader, with whom she had lived
for a numher of years, had secrotly marrled
a young woman, He admitied that this was
true and intimated that he was tired of her,
whereupon Mrs, Avellng sald the best thing
she could do was to commit sulelde, Dr.
Aveling, It further appeared, nllowed her
to send to a drug atore for poison and went
out walking while she drank 4t. The publie
prosecutor would have taken actlon In the
matter but for Dr, Aveling's sudden death
on August 4, last.

Mrs. Eleanor Marx-Aveling was the
daughter of the late eelebrated Gorman so-
eiallst leader, Karl Marx., 8She committed
gulelde, according to the Loandon dispateh, In
March Iaat, though the news was not made
public until April 2. She was about 43 yeara
of age and was the youngest of six children,
When quite & young girl she studled Shake-
speare, and when she grew up she helped
her father In his literary labors. After her
father's death she was understood to have
married Dr. Aveling and came with him and
with Herr Liebknecht, the German socialist
leader, to this country In 1886, They ad-
dressed a meeting of soclalists, anarchists
and communists In New York and made a
lecturing tour through the country. The
late Mrs. Murx-Aveling was a good linguist
and acted as interpreter at the labor con-
gresses In Parls, Brussels, Zurich and Lon-
don and wrote articles for the lahor papers.
She committed sulelde by taking prussic
ncid.

TERRIDLE CRIMES AT SEOUL.

Ex-Dragoman Hrutally Execnted and
Mutilated in Savage Manner.

LONDON, Jan, 3.—The 8t, Petersburg
correspondent of the Times saye: The corre-
spondent of the Novoe Vremya at Seoul, the
Corean capital, relntes terrible crimes be-
cause of the anti-Russian party, which since
the departure of the Russian financlers and
drill Imstructors, has wreaked vengeéance
by vile deceit and barbarous cruelty on the
Corean dragoman of the Russian embassy,
the ¢Mcial who safeguarded the removal of
the Coream emperor to the Russian mlssion
house,

The officlal, his wife and other Coreans,
wera mercllessly tortured wih a view of
compelling them to confess to a false charge
of polsoning the emperor's coffee In order
to shield the real criminals, who are among
the high government officinls, The ex-drago-
man was finally brutally executed, mutilated
publicly and made sport of In a savage and
disgusting manner. All this, the writer says,
occurred In a country blessed with Amerl-
can and other Christlan misslonuries and
whers American officials occupy Influential
pokts in the Corean government service,

DAMAGE Il\T HIGH WATER IN PARIS,

Acocident Heveala Subterranean River
Rievres In AMuaent of Nelne,

PARIS, Jan. 2.—The heavy rains of the
last thirty-six hours burst the main sewer

res, five mies south ol Versalilg, to--

day, causing a landslide and fooding the
new works of the Orleans rallway terminus,

The workmen fortunately escaped, but
thelr carts suddenly disappeared under six
feet of water and the engine and founda-
tions collapsed, Much alarm ls felt through-
out Parls this evening because the disaster
reveals the overflow of the subterranean
river Blevres, an affiuent of the SBelne. In
the Avenue de 1'Opera the waler has risen
to the level of the pavement and It Is feared
the foundations of the exposition bulldings
are endangered., The gale has caused much
damage in Paris, destroylng pallsadings and
fragile structures.

ROOSEVELT TAKES HIS SEAT

Chief of Rough Riders Becomes the Chief
Executiva of New York.

—

INAUGURATED IN SIGHT OF LARGE CROWDS

Leas Need of Genius and Brillinney
in Administration of Government
Than Homely Virtnes, the
Colonel Sayn.

Y. Jan. 2.—Theodore
Roosevel: was Inaugurated governor to-
day. In spite of the extremely cold
weather the ceremony was  witnessed
by a great crowd of people gathered
in the assembly hall of the capitol. Preced-
ing the Inauguration there was a parads of
civic and military bodles, Bishop Doane of
the Protestant Episcopal church of Albany
led In prayer and Secrelary of State Me-
Donough administered the oath of office to
the governor-elect, after which Governor F.
8. Black welcomed his successor,

At the public reception in the executive
chamber In the afternoon fully 6,000 people
grasped Governor Hoosevelt's hand and 2,000
more were upable to gain admittance. Be-
fore the reception an elegant bronze ink-
stand was presented to Governor Rooaevelt
by the members of the Hamilton eclub of
Chicago, a large delegatlon of which was
present at the Inauguration ceremontes, The
presentation was made by the president of
the elub in the presence of the delegation.
Governor Roosevelt responded, thanking the
club for its expression of esteem, He nlso
recelved an autograph album contalning the
glgnatures of the members of the club,

After luncheon there was a reception at
the executive mansion,

Ex-Governor Black's address was very
brief and closed as follows:

“As to all those citizens who place in-
tegrity above personal advantage will arise
from thls occaslon a strong encouragement
and a most sanguine hope, Although the
etate Is now upon the full tide of prosperity
and many full grown evils have been killed
and many others wounded, yet there is much
left to be done and the people weltome to
this high ofMclal post one whose career has
demonstrated his Integrity, his courage and
his skill.

“They have vested you with ample power
and they will exact great results, but if the
qualities that have thus far moved and sup-
ported you hereafter keep you compuany you
will have nothing to fear and the people
nothing to regret.'”

Responnibility of the Governor.

Replying, Governor Roosevelt sald
part:

"“A very heavy reeponsibility rests upon
the governor of New York state, a state of
7.000,000 inhabitants, of great wealth, of
widely varied Industries and with a popu-
latlon singulatly diversified, not merely in
occupation, but In race origin, in habits
of life and otherwise. It Is nol any easy
task to frame our laws that justice may be
done to all alike In such a population, so
many of whom have [nterests that seem
entirely antagonistic. But upon the great
and fundamental lasues of good government,
there must always be a unity of Interests
among all persons who wish well to the

commonwealth. There is less need of gen- |

lug or of any special brillancy in Lhe ad-
ministration of our government than there
Is need of such homely virtues and qualities
as common sense, honesty and courage.

“We must reallze on the one hand that
we can do little If we do not set ourselves
a high Ideal and on the other that we wlill
fall in accomplishing even this little If we
do not work through practical methods and
with a readiness to face life as it Is and
not es we think It ought to be. Under
no form of government {s It 80 necessary
thus to combine efliciency and morality,
high prineciple and rough common justice,
the sturdiest physical and moral usage, as
in a republic. It iz absolutely impossible
for a public long to endure if it becomes
either corrupt or cowardly; If Its publie
men, no less than Its private men, lose
the indispensable virtue of honesty, i s
lendera of thought become vislonary doce-
trinalres, or If it shows a lack of (oursge
in dealing with the more grave problems
which It must surely face, both at home and
abroad, as It strives to work out the des-
tiny meet for a mighty natlon.

"It Is only through the party system
that free governments are succeasfully car-
ried on and yet we must kecp ever vividly
before us that the usefulness of a party s
strictly limited by Its usefulness to the
etate, and that In the long run, he serves
his party best who helps to make it In-
stantly responsive to every need of the
people and to the highest demands of that
apirit which tends to drive us onward and
upward.

"It shall be my purpose, so far as I am
given strength, to administer my office with
an eye single to the welfare of all the peo-
ple of thls great comonwealth."

ON A SOCIALISTIC PLATFORM.

Haverhill, Mass,., Tries New Departure
im Popular Government,
HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 2.—John C.
Chase, elected on a soclafstic platform,
took the oath of office as mayor of Haver-

hill today.

In his inaugural speech Mr. Chase assured
the members of the city government and
the people that “‘every atom of power’ pos-
sessed by the mayor will be "exercised in the
defenge and support of the principles of
€oclalism in so far as they may be applica-
ble to a municipality.,” The mayor then
referred to the desirability of preserving

equal rights upon which *“‘the liberty and |

happiness of every man, woman and chiM
are conditloned," and asserled that these
are attalned only through the establigh-
ment  of “eo-operative commonwealths.”
Continuing, Mr. Chase sald:

"I believe that every power a municipality
possesges should be placed at the disposal
of the people In the Interest of civilization.
With that gim In view I submit the fol-
lowing specific recommendations:

“First—The passage of an order establish-
ing the minimum wage for street employes
at §& for elght hours' work.

“B8econd—Union wages and conditions to
prevall in all brick and stonemasons’ work
performed under the direction of the slreet
department,

“Third—all
union lable.*

The mayor then took up the subject of the
unemployed which, he sald, had developed
by reason of the displacement of labor by
machinery and the concentration of capital.
It Is a question which, he said, no munici-
pality could eolve, as it had become a
national and international one,

"Yet," he sald, "some little rellef at
least can be afforded by this city govern.
ment. I therefore recommend:

“First—That you proceed to secure a
tract of land eultable for the ralsing of
food products and that such unemployed
as may desire may be permitted to use this
Iand, the clty to furnish proper seeds ana
tools.

""Second—The onlargement of the fuel yara
at the ecity farm to such proportion as will
permit all who desire to earn by thelr labor
such fuel as they may require,

"“Third—The appropriation of such amount
of money as clrovmsiance mMay seem Lo war-

city printing to bear the

rant to be ueed In providing emplovmoent
ditectly upon publle works, not in compes
titon with the regular employes of the city,
but upon specinl workes, two kinds of which
1 herewith suggest—Iimprovement of the
clty park syatem and tha construction of a
syetem of bieyele paths thyrough all prineipal
thoroughfares.'

Mayor Chasze condemned the system of
contracting with the lowest hidder for city
work and sald the eystem should not be tol.
erated. He sald; “Low blds mean cheap
work. Cheap work means cheap men and
low wiges snd low wages lowers the stand-
ard of citizenship. The eily should perform
I's own work and furnish Ita own material,
giving employment to Its oltizens.”

The mayor advocated Increased appropria-
tions for educational purposes nod munielpay
ownership for the electric lighting planig and
slreetl rallways.

HARRISHURG, Pa., Jan. 2.—The eaucus
of the republican members-elect of the house
of representatives tonight was an extremely
harmonlous affalr,

John A. Farr of Lackawanna was the
choice for speaker, his opponents being
Ward R, Bliss of Delaware and George M.
Hozack of Allegheny. The names of 130
members were on the caucus roll and there
were six ahsentees. The vote on the speak-
ership stood: Farr, §8; Hosack, 26; Bliss, B,
Candidates did pet vote. A slate committee
was appoluted, a subcommittes of which
worked until the early morning hours on the
problem of filling the places at their com-
mand.

Mr. Bliss offered two resolutions designed
to expedite the work of the legislature, They
were adopted unanimongly. The resolutions
are to the effect that the poiitical session of
the legislature should he.rarked by a close
attention to business, a casélulness In enact-
ing laws, economy of administration and a
final adjournment at an early date. A con-
ference of the republican members of the
senate was also held tonight and WilHam P.
Snyder of Chester was unanimously nom-
inated for president pro tem.

Democratic members of the house held a
caucus this evening and William L. Creasy
¢f Columbia was the unanimous cholce of
the eaucus for speaker. The democratic sen-
ators held their counvention tonight and
Harvey W, Halnes of York was nominated
for president pro tem.

PINGREE TAKES OFFICIAL OATH.

Inaugural Ceremonien Conclude with
an Elaborate Reception.

Lancaster Conty Man Nominated by the

HIS ELECTION TO THE POSITION ASSURED

Grand Old Party Will Organizs the Legis-
lature Without Friction, -

HALLER MEN STAY OUT OF THE CAUCUS

They Are Finally Pacified and a SBatisfactory
Oompromise is Made,

Lpper Houae Han No Trouble What-
ever Deciding on Nominees for
the Various OfMices Within
1ts Gilrft.

LINCOLN, Jan, 2.—(Spoclal Telogram. )=
Republioan harmony will prevall when the
legislature meets tomorrow and the party
will organize both houses without friction.
{ Paul W. Clark of Lancaster will be clected
speaker of the house and Senator A, R, Tal-
bol of Lancaster president of the senate.

The agreement on housoe officers was
reached only after o struggle lasting well
into the night, caused by the refusal of the
Hallgr men to go into the caucus, Haller,
supported by Nesbit of Burt, Chambers of
Burt and Washington, MeCarthy of Dixon
und Hall of Brown, held a conference early
In the day and agreed not to go into the
caucus, but to carry the speakership contest
on to the floor of the house. They gave as a
renson for this actlon a statement setting
forth their case at length, In which they
clitmed that the same elique that caused
republican defear In the past was now be-
hind the Clark men.

The caucus met as per program and sent
messvngers after the Haller crowd, but they
declined to participate. The caueus then
| nominated Clark of Lancaster for speaker,
James Wall for chief clerk and A, R, Gil-
more for assisiant  clerk: Overlures were
made by the Haller men after conslderable
alkirmishing in which they sent an offer to
accept one of the followlng four men for
wpeaker, MeCarthy of Dixon, Jansen of Jef-
ferson, Thompscn of Merrick or Zeller of
Dodge. The ofier was answered only by a
volp of 47 for Clark. After another walt an
agreement was finally reached by the terms
lof which the Haller men accepted Clark,
Wall and Gllmore on the basls of & com-
plete revision of the committees and the re-
miuinder of the house employes satisfactory
to the Haller faction, and harmony then
relgned supreme,

Enrly in the morning the announce-
ment came, as already predicted by
The Bee, that Pollard had declded to go into
the caucus and ablde by the result. Afier
that every effort was brought to bear to
break the resolution of Haller and hiy fol-
lowers. In this there were many offers mude

to divide up {ronAgs. Av ta give good
holding out. This no effect. o Hal-
ler men sald it was not spolls they were
after, but that they had pledged their peo-
ple at home to stand agalnst the old com-
bine or riog rule and they proposed to fight
it out.

At 4 o'clock the Haller caucus concluded
and the ultimatum was i{ssued that the
members would not enter the republican
caucus under the present slate.

Hnaller's FPosition.

The friends of Haller issued a statement
to the public defining thelr position as fol-
lows:
